75% Of Coal Mines 


Back In Operation 


By United Press International 


About three-quarters of the nation’s 120,000 soft coal 
miners have gone back to the pits as ordered by the 
United Mine Wrorkers union, but the rest honored picket 
lines set up by construction workers. 
All the mines could be back in operation by next week, 
however. Negotiators for the UMW and the Association 
of Bituminous Contractors agreed on contract term s 
early today. 
Details of the tentative settlement, arrived at shortly 
after 2 a.m. following m arathon weekend bargaining in 
Washington, were not immediately known. 
A union spokesman said the UMW bargaining council 
must approve the pact and then subm it it to the rank 
and file, a process he said could take “ four or five 
days.” 
He reiterated union President Arnold Miller’s call for 
the construction workers to refrain from picketing and 
thus keeping the mines shut down. 
Several coal companies have gone to court to halt the 
picketing. The construction men, also represented by the 
UMW, build new mines and make repairs at established 
operations. 
U.S. District Court Judge Jam es Turk 
issued a 
temporary 
restraining 
order 
banning 
construction 
w orkers’ picket lines that closed about 20 Pittston Coal 
Co. mines in southwest Virginia. 
He was to hear a similar case today involving pickets 
who closed five Island Creek Coal Co. mines in Grundy 
County, Va. About half of that state’s 8,700 UMW miners 
were idled by pickets Monday. 
In Illinois, a spokesman at U.S. District Court in East 
St. Louis said the filing of two injunction suits against 
picketing construction workers was pending. He declined 
to identify the complaining coal companies.

Officers from the U.S. Mar­ 
shal's office at Indianapolis 
made the arrest J Daniels at 
the Muncie Police chief’s office 
after he had been brought there 
by another officer on his day 
Bowen Predicts Federal 
Controls Are Coming

Gov. Otis Bowen told Indiana 
farmers Monday voluntary ef­ 
forts "haven’t been given a fair 
chance" in curtailing energy 
use. 
He said he opposed broad 
mandatory controls but favors 
some others, such as speed 
limits and efficiency standards. 
The governor, in remarks 
prepared for the Indiana Farm 
Bureau convention, discussed 
not only his opposition to the 
mandatory controls of energy 
consumption but also outlined 
the state's efforts on behalf of 
an 
improved 
transportation 
system and warned, of potential 
future curtailment of natural 
gas supplies 
“It 
appears 
that 
federal 
energy officials are preparing 
to impose mandatory controls 
on 
energy 
consum ption,"’ 
Bowen said “The reasoning of 
federal officials is that we must 
have mandatory controls since 
voluntary conservation is not 
working 
"The fact is, voluntary efforts 
haven't 
been 
given 
a 
fair 
chance,” Bowen, charged. “You 
will recall Indiana was one of 
the first 
states to promote 
voluntary conservation. We rre 
getting results. 
Last 
winter 
conservation efforts produced 
savings in the 10 per cent 
range. 


“But the national conserva­ 
tion effort ebbed, and it wasn’t 
just because the Arab embargo 
ended. The constant stream of 
confusion and contradiction that 
emerged from federal energy 
officials and certain, elements 
of Congress sapped the credibil 
ity of an issue that 
many 
people 
already 
doubted," 
Bowen said "Now these same 
energy officials, these same 
congressional 
critics, 
who 
together helped engineer the 
decline of conservation, are 


telling 
us 
we 
must 
have 
mandatory 
controls 
because 
conservation failed” 
The governor said although 
he opposed mandatory controls 
overall on 
energy, 
"certain 
controls are useful 
“ Speed lim its, efficiency 
standards for automobiles are 
examples of worthwhile pro­ 
grams. 
It 
may be that a 
calculated reduction in imports 
is necessary to protect our 
balance of payments position 
and to reduce our vulnerability 
to 
interruption 
of 
foreign 
supplies. But I believe any 
proposal 
for 
import 
quotas 
should be carefully constructed 
and implemented in phases in 
order that we don’t further 
disrupt an already troubled 
economy," he said. 
Bowen outlined the work he 
and, his staff have done in 
presenting a railroad transpor­ 
tation plan for Indiana as part 
of the 17-state Congress-ordered 
reorganization 
involving 
the 
bankrupt 
Penn 
Central 
and 
other railroads. 


He deplored 
the slowness 
with which the federal planning 
is progressing and stressed the 
need for the state to coordinate 
a plan. He said, “In the coming 
weeks, I am hopeful we will be 
able to establish a consensus 
within 
the 
legislature 
and 
executive branch as to prudent 
and productive approaches to 
the problem.” 
“I do not believe that any of 
us would be satisfied merely to 
stop the decline of the Penn- 
Central system. We seek a 
modern and efficient transpor­ 
tation system that will move 
products 
and 
people 
in 
a 
manner that will contribute to 
increased national produc­ 
tivity." 
Bowen 
also 
said 
Indiana 
farmers should be aware of the 
“emerging problems in natural 


gas supply. There will be a 
marked decline in natural gas 
availability during the coming 
years. It will take several years 
to reverse the trend. Within a 
period of two or three years, 
industrial and commercial 
natural gas customers may 
face curtailments.”

First Woman Watchmaker 
Gives Happiness Formula

“There is so much darkness in 
the world it is joy to speak of 
light." 
That is the explanation that 
82-year -o l d 
Cor r i e 
t e n B o o th . 
Haarlem, Holland, gives for her 
continuing hard work at an age 
most persons have settled for 
easy retirement. Corríe came 
to Indianapolis for a Sunday 
afternoon rally at the Indiana 
State 
Fairgrounds Coliseum. 
She also is to speak at an 
evening banquet Sunday in the 
Indiana Convention Center. 
The 
stout, 
bright-eyed 
woman, 
whose 
book, 
“The 
Hiding Place" has been filmed 
as a movie soon to be released, 
talked of her childhood in a 
narrow centuries-old house in 
Haarlem, near Amsterdam, and 
of the underground work that 
saved thousands of Jewish lives 
during the Hazi persecution of 
World War II and cost four 


members of her family their 
lives. 
“I was the first 
licensed 
woman watchmaker in Hol­ 
land,” 
she 
recalled. 
“My 
grandfather was a watchmaker 
In 1844 he started a prayer 
meeting that 100 years later 
became 
a 
Christian 
under­ 
ground movement. Four of his 
grandchildren and 50 of their 
friends were all arrested for 
saving Jewish people." 
Now, on her travels in the 
United States, Corrie again has 
met some of the Jewish people 
her little group helped to save. 
“For me, it is not easy to 
talk.” she said in accented 
English. 
“But 
I 
have 
a 
m essage. There is so much 
darkness in the world it is joy 
to 
speak 
of 
light. 
I 
had 
temptation when people were 
beating me and my sister died 
in the Ravensbruck extermina­ 
tion cam.p. Hatred came into 
my heart. The I^ord gives us 


the strength to forgive. For­ 
giveness is such a. tremendous 
liberation.” 
Corrie’s sister Betsie is the 
central figure in the book and 
movie based on experiences of 
the ten Boom family. In the 
World Wide Pictures produc­ 
tion. Julie Harris, stage and 
screen star, portrays the sister 
whose ability to forgive those 
who killed her caused her sister 
Corrie to start on her evangelis­ 
tic mission. 
"I have tramped for the Lord 
over five continents," Corrie 


said. “Men’s hearts are the 
same everywhere. The prob­ 
lems of sin and death are great 
problems all people know.” 
She expressed concern that 
“a great danger" exists in a 
revived interest in Hitler and 
Nazism, but. said she found 
young people “are reachable 
with 
reality 
but 
not 
with 
theology or philosophy.” 
When 
Corrie 
leaves 
In­ 
dianapolis next week she plans 
to go to a new “hiding place” 
she has in Florida to work on 
three more books she hopes to 
complete. Ellen deKroon, her 
secretary, said one will be a 
collection

prison 
letters, 
another on coping with worry 
and a third will be autobiogra- 
phical.

THE DEATH PENALTY DETERS 
The chairm an of the philosophy departm ent of Drake 
University at Des Moines, Iowa, takes issue with the 
argum ent that the death penalty does not deter pótenla 1 
crim inals. Prof. Burton M. Leiser denies that any 
scientific study has been m ade in this regard 


“Contrary to every m axim of scientific inquii^,” 
says Leiser, “opponents of the death penalty base their 
stand upon evidence gathered exclusively from the ex­ 
perience of m urderers, rapists, and kidnapers — people 
who have not been deterred A study of those w ho have not 
been deterred yields the astounding conclusion that they 
have not been deterred — an inference any schoolboy 
could have drawn with no research w hatever.” 


Prof. Leiser argues that the only genuinely scientific 
study would be to determ ine how many persons in our 
society have been deterred from com m itting certain 
dangerous crim es by fear of the death penalty. “ The 
crucial 
question 
is 
whether 
law-albiding 
citizens 
sometim es refrain from crim inal behavior because of 
fear of penalties they’d suffer if they were caught.” 


Prof. Leiser then asks each of us to forget for a 
moment all philosophical disputes on the question and 
instead to look into his own mind. He asks each person to 
ask himself if he has ever 'been angry enough to kill. 
“ If he has, let him ask himself further whether his fear 
of the evil that would befall himself and his loved ones if 
he were caught contributed to his decision not to do so. I 
would guess that so many of us have been tem pted to 
commit serious crim es and have refrained from doing so 
because of our fear of the penalties that might follow’ that 
we find argum ents based on the contrary assum ption 
completely unconvincing.” 


No advocate of the death penalty claim s that it will 
deter every potential m urderer, only that it will deter 
some, the professor states He pointed out that the threat 
of a life sentence is no threat at all to a life-term er who 
stabs his fellow inm ate to death or kills a guard. Nor is the 
organization terrorist who hijacks a plane and threatens 
the life of hundreds of passengers alarm ed by the 
thought he m ay be caught and sentenced to death. He 
expects his com rades to hijack another plane and dem and 
his release. Leiser m aintains 


He says that no event in recent history dem onstrated 
the deterrent effect of the fear of death more vividly than 
the Kent State University tragedy. 


“ The shots that rang out across the cam pus on May 4. 
1970, killing four students and wounding nine more, 
reverberated' throughout North Am erica and tens of 
thousands of parents called their children, millions of 
student went into shock and an era of cam pus violence 
cam e to a sudden and dram atic end. 


“This is not to justify what I believe to have been 
lawless behavior of the Ohio National G uard, but it does 
illustrate the powerful deterrent effect that the threat of 
death can have upon vast num bers of people.” 


Most observers of the cam pus disorders of the late 
19G0s, including those who favored such disruptions, 
appear to agree that Kent State m arked the end of the1 
disturbances. That was the cut-off point. It is not sur­ 
prising when one considers that nature's first law is 
survival. 


We believe Prof Leiser' has put his finger on a telling 
point, that a real effort to find evidence that potential 
killers have been deterred by fear of their own deaths 
would turn up plenty of such evidence. 


And there's another point. It is that no executed 
m urderer ever com m itted another m urder.

Oil From Shale Will Be 
Very Costly Production 


By BRUCE E. HICKS 
United Press International 
Enough oil to ease the energy 
crunch is locked in shale under 
the hills of Colorado, Utah and 
Wyoming, but potential produc­ 
ers are facing economic road­ 
blocks stalling output until l%0 
The federal bureau of mines 
estimates there are 600 billion 
barrels of oil reserves in the 
shale compared to 40 billion 
barrels of conventional crude 
oil in the United States. 
Several companies have deve­ 
loped methods of crushing the 
shale and heating the pulver­ 
ized rock to draw out the low- 
sulfur crude oil 
However, one group —Colony 
Development Operation 
has 


postponed indefinitely construc­ 
tion of a processing plant in 
Colorado... Several other consor­ 
tiums are working on process­ 
ing methods and the White 
River Shale Oil Corp said it 
would have a plant operating 
by 1980, 
Critics of oil shale production 
say the only way for the 
process to be competitive is to 
have federal government subsi­ 
dies and to establish a floor on 
both conventional and shale 
crude prices 
Louis H Yardumian, vice 
president of The Oil Shale 
Corp., which is a partner in the 
Colony operation, said construc­ 
tion costs and not oil production 
costs forced postponement of 
the project.

He said construction costs 
have gone up 40 per cent in a 
year and a, high demand for 
equipment has forced major 
increases.

The oil shale is buried 700 to 
1,200 feet below the surface 
over a 1.300-square-mile region 
of western Colorado, eastern 
Utah and southern Wyoming. 
The shale is mined by heavy 
equipment used in open- pit 
mining 
a 
method much 
cheaper than other under­ 
ground mining such as coal, 
Yardumian said. 
The shale is crushed to pieces 
smaller than one-ha. If inch 
diameter and then heated to 900 
degrees Fahrenheit. The oil is 
in solid form and the heat 
vaporizes it and releases it 
from the rock as a gas. It's 
condensed and captured 
The process, which Yardumi­ 
an said recovers 100 per cent of 
the oil in the shale, yields about 
77 barrels of crude for every 
100 tons of shale 
The crude produced could be 
used directly as a heating oil or 
a. second process to remove 
nitrogen and sulfur makes it 
more widely marketable, he 
said The shale oil would cost 
about $11 a barrel compared 
with domestic conventional 
crude prices of 7 50 a barrel or 
foreign crude at $12.50 a barrel. 
"If you took 10,000' barrets of 
this (shale oil» and compared it 
to 10,000 barrels of West Texas 
low sulfur crude," Yardumian 
said, "you would get more 
gasoline, diesel fuel and high- 
heat fuel oil from the shale. ”

Consumers Suggest Packers Save 
By Using Less Sugar In Canning 


By MICHAEL J. CON LON 
WASHINGTON I UPI) — With 
the price of sugar climbing 
daily, many consumers wonder 
why canned fruit continues to 
be packed in heavy, high-sugar 
syrup. 
“Why can't the canneries 
pack one line of fruit in extra 
light syrup? Or light syrup?” 
ask twro readers in Versailles, 
Ohio. 
"It’s much too thick and 
sweet..." adds a reader in 
Colorado Springs, Colo. "If they 
discontinued packing fruit in 
heavy syrup, wouldn’t that 
eliminate some use of sugar?" 
Yes, it would. And it’s about 
to happen. 
The canning industry says the 
canned fruit you buy today was 
put up last year, or earlier this 
year before sugar prices got 
out of hand. 
"We can just about guarantee 
you will see a drop in the use of 


heavy sugar syrup,” said one 
expert at the National Canners 
Association. But. that may not 
start showing up in stores until 
next year. 
What you will see then, the 
expert added, will be either 
light syrup or lightly sweetened 
water. 
Heavy sugar syrups have 
been used through the years not 
for any preservative reason — 
since processing is done by 
heat —but as a matter of taste. 
The packers assumed, the 
public liked canned peaches 
with thick syrups. 
One other change in the 
switch away from sugar may 
be the use of other fruit juices 
—such as the pulpy nectars — 
as a canning medium. And,, the 
association said, there are 
indications the Food and Drug 
Administration will liberalize 
its policies to permit nonsugar 
sweeteners such as corn syrup. 


Many nutritionists are cheer­ 
ing developments such as these, 
since they contend Americans 
eat too much refined sugar. 
And if industry and individual 
consumers find they can get 
along with less sugar, the sugar 
industry may find itself in hard 
times when prices come back 
down —something the market 
analysts say should happen in 
about one year. 


A reader in Bartlesville, 
Okla., writes: 
"On, buying cut up portions of 
chicken at the supermarket, as 
you well know, one can buy 
packages of drumsticks, backs, 
breasts, etc. But in this area, 
and I suspect nationwide, the 
thighs are not cut from joint to 
joint, but the back is split and a 
portion of it is sold, attached to 
the thighs —although 
the 
package is labeled ‘thighs’ and 
priced accordingly, substantial­ 
ly more than the price of 
backs. 
Division Head Favors Some 
Publicity For The Employed 
By HORTENSE MYERS 
INDIANAPOLIS CUPI) - 
Director John F. Coppes of the 
Indiana Employment Security 
Division is convinced there is 
"a little panic" mixed in with, 
the actual facts about the 
current state of the Indiana 
economy. 
The seasonally adjusted 
unemployment figure currently 
is 6.3 per cent, a level last 
reached in July, 1961. Some 
experts predict it will pass 9 
per cent as it did in 1958, 
What that 6.3 per cent means 
is that 147,100 Hoosiers who are 
available for work do not have 
jobs. However, within the state 
average there are bright spots 
where the unemployment is 3 
or 4 per cent as well as other 
cities where the unemployment 
is above-average. 
"The last figures on Fort 
Wayne are 3.4 per cent, which 
is 4.2 per cent seasonally 
adjusted," Coppes said. * Ham- 
mond-Gary-East Chicago is 4 
even, seasonally adjusted. I 
believe this is the lowest rate of 
unemployment in the state. 
Indianapolis is 5 per cent, South 
Bend 4.1 per cent, and Terre 
Haute 5.3 per cent.” 
Panic Mixed In 
"Right now there is a little 
panic in this thing,” Coppes 
said. "Somebody should men­ 
tion now- and then 93.7 per cent 
of the 'work force is employed." 
Both Coppes and the IESD 
research chief Dwight Kelley 
see the dependence of portions 
of the state on the automotive 
industry as the main reason the 
statistic on unemployment is at 
6.3 per cent. 
“A layoff in one or two large 
plants makes a difference in 
the rates," Kelley said. "Michi­ 
gan is already in deep trouble 
and we have some of the 
cha rae ti sties of Michigan but 
not the same dependence on the 
automobile. But the automotive 
industry is trying to get its 
inventory back in line." 
Kelley said the average 
length of unemployment bene­ 
fits in Indiana now is 18 weeks. 
The maximum, is 26 weeks, but 
many persons idled are not 
eligible for the maximum. He 
said the growth of supplemental 
unemployment benefit plans 
and the extent to which 
individual households have two 
wage'-earners is ma.ki.ng the 


impact less severe than it was 
in the 1960-61 recession. 
“If you have the man and the 
wife working in the household 
and one loses a job, you are not 
as bad. off," Kelley said,.. “You. 
could have the same level of 
unemployment you had in 1961 
and not be as much a reduction 
in spending as it was then. So 
there is some merit to the fact 
that a 6 per cent unemployment 
rate today is not the same as in 
1960-61.” 
300,000 More Workers 
Coppes said there are approx­ 
imately 300,000 more people in 
the work force now than in 
1960-61 so that in reality there 
are some 150,000 more people 
working than were working in 
1961 when the unemployment 
rate got up to 7 8 per cent in 
April and was 6.6 per cent in 
July. 
Coppes does not believe 
Indiana unemployment will go 
much above 7 per cent. 
"I would say in January it 
would approach 7 per cent 
because a lot of places shut 
down for inventory in the early 
part of January ,” Coppes said. 
'Coppes, who was an industri­ 
alist and a state lawmaker 


before he became IESD direc­ 
tor, said one thing that 
concerns him now, however, is 
the added impact of ecology 
efforts. 
“For example, the U.S. Steel 
is shutting down a blast furnace 
in the next couple weeks 
because of ecology. I am not 
anti antipollution, but shutting 
down that furnace puts 4,000 
people out of work and that 
seems a drastic thing to me." 


Steel Key Industry 
Coppes and John V. Barnett, 
executive vice president of the 
State Chamber of Commerce, 
both regard the steel industry 
centered in northwestern In­ 
diana, as the strongest segment 
of the employment picture at 
present. 
"The brightest spot for 
Indiana is the steel industry 
which has been doing great,” 
Barnett said. “Inland Steel 
announced it is going to spend 
a billion dollars at its plant in 
East Chicago, adding 1,500 
permanent jobs and bringing its 
capacity to 10 million tons a 
year."

“When I called this to the 
attention of the local Safeway 
manager he reacted like I wras 
some sort of nut and pretended 
not to understand what I was 
talking about." 
The practice of cutting 
chicken that way is not 
nationwide, although the fast, 
food chains prefer those cuts 
since they make it look like 
you’re getting a bigger piece of 
chicken. 
In any case, if the package is 
not labeled “thighs with back," 
or something similar, it is 
illegal, according to the Nation­ 
al Broiler Council. The package 
is supposed to state clearly 
what is inside. 
And, the council adds, you 
should not be charged thigh 
prices when the piece is 
something else. The best, way to 
check that out is to compare 
prices at another store for the 
thigh-only cuts and see if the 
version you’re finding in the 
first store is cheaper. 
It sometimes happens that 
one supplier will handle poultry 
for an entire area, and it may 
not be possible to find chicken 
cut any other way. But don’t 
stop complaining. It sounds like 
a legitimate gripe. 
The Broiler Council, contends 
the thigh-with-back cut has 
been showing up in some 
sections of the country because 
the industry is trying to 
“diversify” and turn out a cut 
that is “more attractive for 
consumers with moderate in­ 
comes.” 
Besides, they add, the back is 
a very “slow mover" in most 
meat counters —although pre­ 
sumably it moves a bit faster 
when the thigh is attached.

—Keep a diary of what you 
eat, what tim e you eat it, how 
long it takes to eat it, where 
you eat it, and your emotional 
condition 
at 
the 
time. 
(A 
secretary who did this pinpoint­ 
ed her troubled, 
thoughtless 
ingestion of food with stress on 
the 
job. 
Her 
high 
caloric 
binges, 
once 
defined, 
were 
easier to eliminate. 
—A diet plan that “ takes 
three days to get into your 
head.’’ It includes shares of 
food —six protein shares, three 
fruit shares, two dairy shares, 
three fat shares and five bread 
shares. 
Plus 
a 
list 
of

vegetables to eat as desired, 
ranging from asparagus to wax 
beans. 
Dr. Solomon's plan for the 
“diet failures of America” is 
based on the plan used for 
years when he was helping 
fatties at Johns Hopkins Hospi­ 
tal in Baltimore. 
He is assistant professor at 
the Johns Hopkins School of 
Medicine, chief health officer of 
Maryland and an authority on 
m etabolism and obesity. 
“This diet does not jeopardize 
the body the way fad diets do,” 
he said. 
He added that the water diet, 
the no-carbohydrato diet, the 
high 
fat 
diet 
and 
assorted 
others fiddle with the body’s 
metabolism in a dangerous way 
and can’t be considered safe 
lifetime diets. 
With medical writer Mary 
Knudson, 
of 
Baltimore, 
the 
doctor explains his diet plan in 
a new' book — "Doctor Solo­ 
m on’s 
Easy, 
No-Risk 
Diet” 
(Coward, McCann and Geogh- 
egan >. 
Stress,

contributes enormously to the

A Poor Diet is a Risk 
The term “risk, factor" is one 
the public is becoming more and 
more conscious of. Smoking is 
considered a risk factor in heart 
d isease. 
So 
is 
high 
blood 
pressure. As is a family history 
of heart disease. 
Certainly, most everyone now 
knows that diet may be in­ 
volved... Eating too much fat, or 
too much sugar, for instance, is 
referred to as a risk factor But 
what is a risk factor'’ Is it a 
cause of disease0 
Not 
at 
all. The 
best 
ex­ 
planation I’ve heard is that a 
risk factor is a condition in your 
life that may dispose you tow ard 
a particualr ailment 
If You Stop 
If you stop doing whatever it 
is. 
you 
move 
yourself 
statistically into another group 
of people, people who may be 
less 
likely 
to 
get 
whatever 
disease you are talking about. 
But it’s no guarantee you won’t 
get, it anyway. And, for that, 
m atter, living with a risk factor 
does not necessarily mean you 
will die of it. 
Doctors know, as a perfect 
example, that not all people 
wkh high levels of cholesterol in 
their blood will have a heart 
attack. Nor will all people with 
low cholesterols not have a 
heart attack... So it is all a might- 
and-m aybe 
thing 
Most 
physicians worry more if you 
have a combination of several 
risk facto rs for a 
certain 
disease. 
But m eantim e, as a nutrition 
researcher, I worry about what 
may be the greatest risk factor 
of all — poor eating habits. 
We know that what children 
eat 
in 
early 
life can 
have 


profound effects on their brain 
development, 
muscular coor­ 
dination and behavior. Proper 
diet also helps children fight 
disease. More profoundly, we 
are learning that the diet of the 
pregnant women will influence 
her new-born child's resistance 
to infection long after it is born. 
And mothers may not have to 
be 
severely 'deficient in their 
nutrition, for this to be so. 
Research At M.I.T. 
A nutrition research team at 
M a ssa c h u se tts In stitu te of 
Technology, which has studied 
pregnant women, suggests that 
nutritional deficiencies during 
pregnancy 
can 
im p air 
the 
immune defenses not just of the 
fetus but of the mother, and that 
this immune dam age can be 
rev ersed by im proving the 
m other’s diet. 
“ Particularly crucial,” says 
MIT 
N u tritio n ist 
Paul 
M. 
Newberne, are those nutrients 
that may be marginally present 
in the diet, yet needed by the 
fetus to develop it immune 
system.

.The 
many 
unex­ 
plained illnesses in children, 
and the wide variation among 
children in their susceptibility 
to illness, m ay very possible be 
explained by what their m others 
eat during pregnancy.”

NEW YORK (U PI) - The 
rising cost of clothing, along 
with price jumps in just about 
everything else, has changed 
the character of the woman 
shopper.

turers, to the benefit of the 
custom er. M anufacturers stress 
now' the quality even as the 
bills go higher. 
One 
m ajor 
m anufacturer, 
Jerry Silverman of New York, 
puts m atters this way: “ Fash­ 
ion is not a ding-a-ling these 
days, not throwaway chic. The 
women are buying clothes that 
last. A woman's not going to 
spend $100 for a dress unless 
it’s going to be good for two or 
three years.” 
Vincent Monte-Sano, a m anu­ 
facturer and president of the 
New York Couture Business 
Council, a trade and promotion, 
organization, agreed. 
"Women aren ’t buying som e­ 
thing to wear one or two times 
and discard,” said Monte-Sano.

clothing. 
The Labor Departm ent said 
the apparel price index has 
climbed 8.5 per cent in the past 
year. The increase mirrored 
the 
overall 
consumer 
price 
climb for the year, although the 
8.5 per cent, for clothing was 
under the total consumer index 
of 12.2 per increase. 
The ILGWU (425,000 m em ­ 
bers) research department said 
the national economic slump 
“can no longer be blamed on 
energy shortages. Recessionary 
developments are widespread 
.... it is idle to expect a. rebound 
in consum er spending for many 
months to com e.” 
Employment, production and 
sales of apparel are off, the 
report said, but hourly wages 
are up anywhere from 21 to 32 
cents, depending on the clothing 
category. 
The union, report was optimis­ 
tic that some of the money 
which consum ers might, have 
spent on homes, cars, appli­ 
ances and other high cost items 
normally bought on installment 
plans would be diverted “at 
least to a 
degree into 
the 
purchase' of clothes.” 
But 
consum ers, 
behaving 
“cautiously", will seek, 
g ar­ 
m ents that “a re serviceable 
and durable, looking out for 
garments that are going to be 
dressy, simple, wearable and 
suitable 
for 
use 
in 
diverse 
situations,” it continued. 
“ They are apt to be price 
conscious and seek quality .... 
the industry m ust not only offer 
garm ents that, reflect, the mood, 
of the consum ers, but must also 
offer 
designs 
that 
will 
lift 
flagging spirits and stimulate 
consumer interest.” 
In 
short, 
the 
news 
is 
pessim istic on price increases, 
but good in that we shoppers 
are going, to get Mir money’s 
worth. Or else!
